Our Position In Japan 


The American ambassador to Japan, Mr. 


Edgar A. Bancroft, seems to have put the 
•wrong foot forward in his initial public ad- 
dresses before organisations in Tokio, says 
the Dayton News. One of tlio obligations 
of an ambassador is to cement peace be- 
tween his nation and the one to which he 
conies as an accredited representative. 
In 


pursuance to this duty Mr. Bancroft at- 
tempted to conciliate the adverse thought 
held in Japan against, the United States 
relative to our national policy of exclusion 
against the Japanese. His remarks are re- 
ported to have drawn sharp comment from 
newspapers and prominent citizens. Never- 
theless, we believe that Ambassador Han- 
croft was quite within bis rights in assum- 
ing the attitude he did. lie spoke frankly 
in asking Japan to have faith iu America 
and in President Coolidge. His purpose was 
to promote a Kindlier feeling in Japan in 
behalf both of the American people and of 
this government.
